Cultural Heritage Commissioner. Following the tour he 
stopped at Richardson House and visited with a group 
of citizens interested in preservation. 

Sullivan, who is on the staff of Los Angeles Conser¬ 
vancy, made the first contacts with Gilbert through 
phone conversations and faxes.

At one time, Gilbert, who is an attorney, served in 
New York City as executive director of that city’s Land¬ 
marks Preservation Commission. During his term and 
for 12 years, he was a leader in the effort to save New 
York City’s magnificent Grand Central Station. The 
effort, of course, was successful, and the decision was 
upheld by the U.S. Supreme Court. That court decision 
helped launch preservation efforts across the country. 

Gilbert will return to Sierra Madre Tuesday, May 16, 
to be present at a combined study session with members 
of the City Council and the CHC. The meeting will be 
held at City Hall. 


Frank Gilbert, Senior Field Representative from the 
National Trust for Historic Preservation in Washington, 
D.C., visited Sierra Madre on Thursday, Apr. 27. His 
purpose was to become acquainted with our town. 

In September, 1994, the California State Office of 
Preservation began an effort to help strengthen local 
historic preservation programs. They asked the National 
Trust to assist in this new state program. Gilbert is now 
working with nine communities in the greater Los An¬ 
geles area, one of which is Sierra Madre. 

The day of his visit, Gilbert first met in City Hall with 
Sean Joyce, City Administrator, and Anne McIntosh, 
Director of Development Services. He was then taken 
on a very comprehensive tour of Sierra Madre by Phyllis 
Chapman, City Historian, Judy Webb-Martin, Chair of 
the Cultural Heritage Commission, and Mary Sullivan,

Old Friends, Old Dreams, and the Roads Less Traveled

There are those friends in life who are as dear to us 
as family—in heart and deed, are family, in the most 
genuine, supportive sense. My friend Christine is like 
that. She knows the twists and fears in my psyche better 
than anyone else does. Formative childhood trials twined 
us like sisters years ago. We moved to California within 
six months of each other, but she moved back east last 
year after her marriage ended. I feel her absence keenly, 
especially after a long, delightfully rambling telephone 
conversation. 

We shared one such long distance chat Saturday af¬ 
ternoon. We talked about our work, our art, our men. 
friends, frustrations and families, clothes and hair and 
good movies seen and our current reading material. 
Between the lines of our spontaneous talk, we looked 
back at where and what we had been and what we’ve sort 
of become. I was the dark, studious, scarily innocent, 
too-serious one with big eyes, big dreams, and a big, 
burning need logo —west, for the most part. She was the 
blonde, bright, vivacious one with a beautiful flame in¬ 
side that drew people to her, and unfortunately obscured 
her terrific insight and intelligence. Our mothers noted 
this seeming study in contrasts and correctly decided 
we'd be excellent influences on each other. 

Now, Christine is a licensed social worker with a 
master’s degree and I, of course, am editor/writer here 
at The News. Considering our first introductions in the 
theatre, it would seem on the surface that neither of us 
wound up where we’d planned. That’s true—and not. I 
believe we pursued a creative education in communica¬ 
tion, which is absolutely essential to both social work 
and writing. Still, it’s human nature to wonder, “What 
if What if we had stuck exactly to our high school 
desires? What if we hadn’t changed at all? Do our old 
dreams still float? Can we still hold our dreams without 
hurting? If we lost them, can we find them again? Do 
we still need them? 

We shared many questions. Did it matter that we 
found no ready answers? The questioning alone rein¬ 
forced the bridge between our souls that physical dis¬ 
tance threatens. 

It helps me that Christine knows and loves Sierra 
Madre. She shared the first night in my house here after 
helping me move in. She was here the night my dog 
Scamp died in my arms. She can picture my everyday 
life here and share at least some of my joy because she 
has enjoyed the creative charms and comforts of my 
small town world herself. I, on the other hand, know 
every town around her home but the one she lives in, so 
I struggle to see her world. We actively work at staying 
relevant in each other’s lives. 

It is my constant prayer that we never lose energy for 
that work. It is a friendship that so deeply reflects and 
expresses identity that its loss or diminishment would 
create severe confusion. 

Rites of passage like graduations, weddings, christen¬ 
ings and funerals...sharing these forms a bonding circle 
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between friends, and losing your place in that commun¬ 
ion creates a distance that, if left to grow, can never be 
recovered. I’ve outspent my budget on plane tickets to 
keep my place in the circle at several weddings. But I’m 
starting to miss the births and baptisms. And the equally 
important moments of spontaneity—hanging out after 
work over pizza and a hokey video, shopping, double 
dating, bumping into each other at the market, decorat¬ 
ing the Christmas tree—these small, sweet moments also 
write an intimate poetry defining relationships. Their 
loss over time and geography pains me more than miss¬ 
ing the grander rituals. Can they be recovered? In con¬ 
versations with Christine, I sen.se her recognition of those 
losses, and our mutual muteness. They mark and deter¬ 
mine the paths we’re taking, even as we question our 
cloudy directions and the paths themselves, and reach 
out telephonically to help each other search for more 
light in the darkness.

Ditto this one by W. O. Howells, “Some people can 
stay longer in an hour than others can in a week.” Or, 
take Carlyle’s thought, “Aesop’s fly, riding on the axle 
of a chariot, was much laughed at for exclaiming, ‘What 
a dust I raise.’” 

Mark Twain wrote about Tom and Huck, and said,

^Does the Flap of a Butterfly's Wings in Brazil Set Off a Tornado in Texas?' 
(Title of a 1972 scientific lecture on chaos theory) 


In the aftermath of the senseless terrorist bombing in 
Oklahoma recently, many of us have begun asking our¬ 
selves sobering questions about exactly what went 
wrong and what we, as ordinary citizens, can do to pre¬ 
vent violence like this from occurring in the future. I 
would like to offer a few observations and suggestions. 

I think it is safe to assume that those responsible for 
committing this horrific act have a complete disregard 
not only for the most basic tenets of civilized society, 
but for the value of life itself and I think that these crimi¬ 
nals need to be held accountable for their actions. At the 
same time, I think that we must look at the whole prob¬ 
lem of violence in our society and ask if there is any¬ 
thing that we can do in our everyday lives to make a 
difference. 

Life is an interconnected series of events. Everything 
we do—no matter how small or insignificant—has re¬ 
percussions. But can the flap of a butterfly’s wings in 
Brazil really set off a tornado in Texas? I think it can. 

If we examine the chain of events that led to the bomb¬ 
ing, we might find various actions or inactions by indi¬ 
viduals along the way that by themselves seem insignifi¬ 
cant, but taken together, may have resulted in a differ¬ 
ent outcome. 

One of these “links” in the chain was the owner of an 
Army Surplus store who, two weeks before the bomb¬ 
ing, provided the killers with a booklet on how to con¬ 
struct the bomb that proved so deadly. The instructions 


sold for a tidy sum of $3.99. 

I would like to ask that store owner a couple of ques¬ 
tions. Is $3.99 worth the lives of hundreds of people 
including innocent children? And how many additional 
booklets do you plan to sell before something inside you 
tells you that maybe it isn’t such a good idea? 

Don’t get me wrong here. I’m not talking about cen¬ 
sorship, laws and regulations, or whether something is 
legal or not. In a free society, we’re guaranteed freedom 
of speech and freedom of the press. That’s not the issue. 

What I’m talking about is personal responsibility and 
accountability; about simply using common sense, good 
judgment, and doing the right thing. 

A merchant certainly has the right to sell a book on 
any topic, including how to build deadly devices that kill, 
but is it a responsible thing to do? Is it a good idea? 

What does all this have to do with our local area? 
Well, it just happens that not more than a few miles from 
here you can readily purchase a copy of The Anarchist's 
Cookbook with complete instructions on how to effi¬ 
ciently slit a person’s throat, how to use silencers, and 
how to conduct terrorist operations, including building 
and detonating bombs just like the one used in Oklahoma 
City. 

Do the owners of local bookstores have the legal right 
to sell this book? Yes, without question—but is it the 
responsible thing to do? 

I’ll let you answer that.

Trichobezoari or hair ball obitructloni ate fairly 
common In rabbits, especially those vrtth long hair. If 
during grooming rabbits Ingtst enough hair, It will 
clump In the stomach and will not pass normally Into 
the small Intestine. Eventually the rabbit will stop tatlng 
and the droppings will beconw very small and scant. 
Treatment Is generally supportlva Including fluids. Oral 
admlnlsttatlon of an enzymatic solution may help break 
down some of the hair enabling It to past. Hosvcver, 
some rabbits do require surgery to remove the 
obstruction. In either case some of these rabbits svUl die 
despite aggressive therapy. The best sway to treat this 
problem It to prevent It from occurring. Dally brushing 
and combing will help remove some of the excess hair. 
Oral substances like petromalt or laxatone ate Intestinal 
lubricants and will help hair pass through the 
gastrointestinal tract. A high fiber diet is very Importtnt 
so provide lots of flesh hay.

Sierra Madre a 'Little Utopia' Says Officer Nunes 


Profittng one of our town 's dedicated, 
hardworking officers. 


'I Couldn't Believe a Place Like This Still Existed'

Officer Frank Nunes joined the Sierra Madre Police 
Department about a year and a half ago. “I couldn t 
believe when I started working here that a place like this 
still existed,” he stated with a smile in a recent interv iew. 
At first he was amazed that residents would wave or 
smile when they saw him. Since that time, Nunes has 
made a visible impression on the local scene. 

His most recent contribution to law and order in Si¬ 
erra Madre was a simple, routine traffic stop that ulti¬ 
mately resulted in the discovery of a major mail theft ring 
(reported Apr. 20 in The News). He stopped two men in 
a car for traffic violations at 2:30 a.m. and. spotting a 
crack pipe on the seat, arrested them. He listed this as 
the high point of excitement thus far in his police career. 
•‘I couldn't imagine a simple drug arrest could escalate 
into what it did—stolen mail, the meth lab bust... Real 
police work is in turning something small into .something

Nunes grew up in the Artesia area. He described his 
parents as strict, and said he had a very old-fashioned 
upbringing. “Ever since I can remember, I wanted to be 
a cop,” he recalled. “God gives us all a talent in what 
we want to do. It’s my calling. I love my job.” 

Plans to attend school and then move on to police 
training were seriously interrupted by the Persian Gulf 
War. Nunes joined the Marine Corps—“The school of 
hard knocks.” as he described it. “That’s why I chose it. 
It geared me to deal with any kind of situation that might 
come up.” He called his seven months in the war “a 
learning and growing experience. I learned to appreci¬ 
ate life and to keep a cool head, always.” (That experi¬ 
ence may have influenced a credo he voiced: “Enjoy life 
to the fullest, because it’s too short.”) Nunes remains in 
the Marine Corps Reserve as a platoon sergeant in a light 
annored infantry unit. He devotes one weekend a month 
and two weeks each summer to the unit. “I support 25 
Marines and all their needs,” he said with a hint of pride, 
“anything from training to meals.” 

When he isn’t working the graveyard shift at the Si¬ 
erra Madre police station or fulfilling his reserve respon¬ 
sibilities, Nunes can probably be found working out in 
the gym—at the police station or at home. “I’m an avid 
exerciser.” he admitted, listing hockey and soccer as 
favorite sports. He also enjoys taking three-mile runs, 
often accompanied by his Cairn terrier. Spike. 

What is the most rewarding aspect of his job? “Inter¬ 
acting w ith people in the community, and being there for 
the people who need you.” Nunes said it is very gratify¬ 
ing when he responds to a late night call and sees a re¬ 
lieved smile on a child’s face because “it’s okay now, a 
policeman’s here.” The most challenging parts of his job.

he said, are the hours and stress of mediating other 
people’s problems, and the difficulty of leaving them at 
the office. 

Away from work, “1 devote a lot of time to my fam¬ 
ily and church,” Nunes said. He and his high school 
sweetheart are marrying in November, and plan to hon¬ 
eymoon in the Virgin Islands. After that he hopes to 
resume his education, studying public administration and 
law enforcement. 

Police Chief Joe Surgent commented, “We have the 
young hard chargers and seasoned officers in our depart¬ 
ment, and they strike a good balance. Departments need 
that.” He cited Nunes’ dedication and added, “Frank is 
very service-oriented.” 

Nunes expressed his affection for Sierra Madre, call¬ 
ing it “a little Utopia.” However, he cautioned residents

against false security, and warned them to take precau¬ 
tions and to notify police of any problems or suspicious 
activity.

There was also a closed 
session to discuss the case 
of El Monte vs. Rodeffer 
and Arcadia and the pos¬ 
sible sale or lease of prop¬ 
erty on the northwest cor¬ 
ner of Second and Santa 
Clara St. 

Ed Bacon, U.S. Army 
retired, spoke to the coun¬ 
cil about Armed Forces 
Day and Memorial Day. In 
a prepared speech he went 
on to speak of the virtues 
of the fighting men and 
women of all U.S. fighting 
forces. 

Yami Christal spoke to 
the council. She is a new 
home buyer who com¬ 
plained that her meeting 
I with the City Attorney and 


two members of Code En¬ 
forcement left bad feel¬ 
ings. She had taken a fore¬ 
closure and brought it up 
to code. She had received 
two letters asking her to 
come to the meeting. The 
City Attorney then asked, 
“Why are we here?” 

City Attorney Michael 
Miller explained that this 
was one of many meetings 
he has on such matters and 
that he thought it went 
“routinely.” Yami said that

She then asked for nomi¬ 
nations for Mayor. 
Margett then nominated 
Lojeski. He was voted in 
unanimously. 

Dennis Lojeski then 
took the seat of Mayor. 

Mayor Lojeski took his 
first action, which was to 
nominate Barbara Kuhn 
for Mayor Pro Tern. She 
was voted in unanimously. 

The current council 
transformed from a group 
of awkward infighters to 
its usual well-choreo¬ 
graphed self. 

In his first remarks to 
the city as mayor, Lojeski 
talked about how things 
had been difficult, and 
about how they were not 
going to get any easier. He 
cited the tightening bud¬ 
get, and ongoing labor ne¬ 
gotiations. 

Barbara Kuhn, in her 
opening remarks as Mayor 
Pro Tern, likened the entire 


experience of the last year 
to a box of chocolates. Her 
metaphor from the well- 
known movie, Forrest 
Gump, was used twice 
more as she touched on the 
efforts the council had 
made in the last year and 
those efforts yet to come. 

Shortly after some brief 
comments about the con¬ 
sent items, all of which 
were approved unani¬ 
mously, the council went 
into closed session. The 
council discussed lot 21- 
125 and 152-156. This is 
the mostly vacant space on 
the northwest corner of 
Second and Huntington 
going north to Santa 
Clarita Street. Discussions 
are being held with Metro- 
politan Development, 
Meta Housing Corporation 
Alexader/Catinia, Green¬ 
wood Properties, Inc., and 
Marriott International. The 
closed session was held to 
discuss the negotiations 
about potentially selling or 
leasing the property.

During the most recent 
governing board meeting, 
held on Tuesday, Apr. 25, 
several matters were dis¬ 
cussed pertaining to 
classes and the curriculum 
at Arcadia Schools. 

Under Information 
items on the agenda. Math 
Curriculum Outcomes 
were discussed. Prepared 
by Dr. Mary Ann Sund, 
this item represents infor¬ 
mation compiled by the 
Math Curriculum Com¬ 
mittee, composed of teach¬ 
ers representing grades K 
through 12. They have 
studied the outcomes in 
math for these grades, and 
these findings represent 
continuous threads run¬ 
ning throughout the cur¬ 
riculum that focus on un¬ 
derstanding of unifying 
ideas throughout the grade 
levels. “In analyzing math 
framework, (there are) 
standards used based on 
what we want students to 
know and to be able to do 
in math,” said Dr. Sund. 

Also, a District Assess¬ 
ment Plan was discussed 
for a second time, to “re¬ 
view and revise” Arcadia 
Schools’ assessment sys¬ 
tem. As goals and needs 
change, the school 
district’s assessment sys¬ 
tem will change as well. 

Some of the action 
items on the evening’s 
agenda included approval 
of the adoption of new 
courses and course title 
changes at AHS. Al¬ 
though there was no 
change in the content of 
the curriculum or texts 
used, courses such as Art 
In Film is being changed to 
Classic Film, Lab Biology 
will become Biology, 
Chemistry B and Physics 
B will become Chemistry 
(Honors) and Physics 
(Honors) respectively, 
among several other 
changes. During Fall of 
’95, several new courses 
have been recommended: 
Silk Screen Design and 
Printing, Integrated Sci¬ 


ence II, Mandarin I and II, 
and Japanese II.

In Arcadia, the police chief, who is the public safety 
director, was both the police chief and the fire chief until 
1936, when they split and became separate departments. 
Today, Arcadia’s Chief Ronnie Gamer heads a police 
department that has two primary divisions, the Admin¬ 
istrative Division and the Uniform Division. 

The Administrative division is commanded by Cap¬ 
tain Rick Sandona and is comprised of several sections 
including the Detective Bureau (see accompanying 
story). Special Operations Section, Records Bureau, 
Police Laboratory, Training and Personnel, Planning and 
Research, Communications Technicians, Reserve Offic¬ 
ers, Volunteer Services and Facilities Maintenance. 

The primary purpose of the Administrative Division 
is to provide support for the basic operations of the 
Department. Each section provides a particular service 
to the agency. 

The uniform division is commanded by Captain Dave 
Hinig. It is the larger division of the two departments. 

This division consists of three patrol shifts which al¬ 
low for coverage of the city 24 hours each day, 365 days 
a year. Lieutenants are assigned as Watch Command¬ 
ers and have the responsibility of supervision for each 
of the patrol shifts. 

Specialized units within the division include the 
SWAT Team (Special Weapons and Tactics), a K-9 unit, 
a traffic enforcement section, a parking control unit, and 
a community service unit. 

The uniform division is primarily responsible for 
daily field operations and interaction with the commu¬ 
nity. The responsibilities of the division are to respond 
to the various calls for service that are received, conduct 
preliminary investigations of criminal offenses, provide 
high visibility patrol to reduce crime, provide traffic 
education, and handle parking enforcement.
